I  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  which  he 
extended  to  me  during  the  year  being  reported  and  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report.

The  figures  show  roughly  similar  increases  to  those  shown  in  other  recent 
years,  resulting  from  the  rapid  residential,  commercial  and  industrial  development, 
but  it  is  surprising,  in  some  degree,  that  ^ne  estimated  population  did  not  show 
a  rather  larger  increase.  This  matter  will,  however,  be  very  fully  clarified,  in 
due  course,  when  the  results  of  the  recent  population  census  are  available.

It  will  be  seen  that  no  stillbirth  occurred  in  an  illegitimate  foetus  and  also 
that  no  death  occurred  in  an  illegitimate  infant.  In  these  circumstances,  the 
question  of  comparison  of  incidence,  never  very  valuable  where  relatively  small 
numbers  are  involved,  does  not  arise. 

The  proportion  of  all  births,  live  and  still,  which  were  illegitimate  was 
rather  greater,  at  5«7#»  than  in  any  other  recent  year,  but  markedly  smaller 
than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.

As  will  be  seen,  all  death  rates  were  lower  than  in  the  previous  year  and, 
except  for  the  stillbirth  rate,  lower  than  average  of  the  previous  five  years. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  on  this  occasion,  the  death  rates  relating  to  infants  were 
particularly  favourable.  It  is  only  fair  to  add  that  the  considerable  fluctuations 
from  year  to  year,  which  are  characteristic  of  figures  for  small  populations, 
produce  unusually  good  figures  as  well  as,  at  times,  unusually  bad  ones,  and  one 
would  not  attach  too  much  significance  to  the  figures  for  one  year. 

After  adjusting  the  local  figures  for  births  and  deaths,  in  accordance  with 
the  factor  provided  by  the  Registrar  General,  to  take  account  of  variations  in 
age  and  sex  of  the  population  in  Lichfield,  as  compared  with  that  of  England  and 
Vales  as  a  whole,  the  following  table  shows  the  comparison  between  the  local  and 
national  figures

Taking  the  figures  as  a  whole,  they  are  quite  favourable  to  Lichfield.  All 
those  relating  to  infant  deaths  and  the  overall  figure  for  deaths  at  all  ages 
were  well  below  corre,  ponding  national  ones.  The  figure  for  stillbirths  was, 
of  course,  not  nearly  as  favourable.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate,  however,  which 
includes  the  stillbirths  taken  in  conjunction  with  deaths  occurring  before  the  end 
of  the  first  week  of  life,  which  is  more  significant  than  either  of  these  figures 
taken  separately,  was  very  slightly  below  the  corresponding  national  figure.

As  recorded  in  an  earlier  paragraph,  only  three  infant  deaths  occured,  as 
compared  with  six  deaths  in  this  age-group  in  the  previous  year.  One  further  death 
occurred  in  a  child  over  one  year  but  under  five  years,  as  compared  with  three  deaths 
in  this  age-group  in  the  previous  year.  For  the  age  group  between  five  and  fifteen 
5 ears,  the  figure  is  also  very  favourable,  with  only  one  death,  as  against  two  in  the 
previous  year.  Taking  deaths  in  infancy  and  later  childhood  as  a  whole,  one  can  be 
very  happy  that  these  tragic  deaths  are  so  few  in  the  year  under  review. 
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In  other  age  groups ,  two  deaths  were  recorded  between  15  and  25  years,  one 
between  25  and  35  years,  one  between  35  and  45  years,  12  between  45  a-nd  55  years, 

29  between  55  and.  65  years,  50  between  65  and  75  years  and  the  balance  of  114  at  ages 
over  75  yearso  Here  again,  the  record  is  appreciably  better  than  in  the  previous 
year,  with  only  50  deaths  out  of  a  total  of  214  deaths  occurring  at  ages  under 
65  years  as  against  66  out  of  203  in  1969®  One  should  not,  of  course,  .jump  to  any 
hasty  conclusions  on  the  figures,  however  favourable,  for  one  year® 

As  in  previous  years,  male  deaths  far  exceeded  female  deaths  in  all  age 
groups  up  to  75  years,  with  female  deaths  at  ages  over  75  years  exceeding  male 
deaths  by  82  to  32®  In  view  of  remarks  on  this  singular  phenomenon  in  previous 
reports,  I  do  not  add  any  comment  here0 

Of  the  three  infant  deaths,  one  was  attributed  to  events  linked  with 
childbirth,  one  to  pneumonia  and  one  to  accidental  cause® 

In  the  case  of  the  two  deaths  in  later  childhood,  one  was  ascribed  to  a 
surgical  condition  and  the  remaining  one  to  an  accident  which  involved  a  motor 
vehicle o 

Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  again  the  most  fatal  of  all  the  cancers, 
accounting  for  9  out  of  the  total  35®  As  usual,  men  were  the  principal  victims, 
only  one  woman  being  affected®  Five  of  the  total  died  at  ages  under  65  years, 
showing  again  that  this  type  of  cancer,  so  largely  due  to  the  smoking  habit, 
affects  many  who  have  not  yet  become  elderly®  It  is  also  notable  that,  once  more, 
the  total  for  this  type  of  cancer  exceeds  that  from  cancers  of  the  breast  and  womb 
in  women  put  together,  although  it  receives  so  much  less  preventive  action  than  do 
those  diseases® 

But  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  was  again  the  greatest  killer 
of  all  groups  of  diseases,  being  responsible  for  98  deaths  out  of  the  total  of  214 
deaths®  Most  of  these  deaths  were  in  elderly  persons  but,  in  the  case  of  ischaemic 
heart  disease,  commonly  known  as  coronary  thrombosis,  11  deaths  out  of  45  deaths 
occurred  before  65  years  of  age,  supporting  the  belief  that  factors  such  as  faulty 
diet  and,  once  again,  tobacco  smoking  play  a  more  important  part  in  the  causation 
of  this  disease  than  in  others  in  the  group® 

Mortality  from  bronchitis  was  lower  than  in  most  other  recent  years,  a  fact 
which  can  probably  be  attributed  to  the  absence  of  very  severe  weather  conditions, 
including  fog,  during  the  winter  period®  Those  deaths  which  did  occur  were  almost 
entirely  in  the  very  elderly® 

Deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  slightly  more  numerous  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  but  below  the  average  of  the  previous  three  years®  Unlike  other 
recent  years,  half  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  45  years  of  age®  All  the 
deaths  involved  persons  who  were  either  drivers  of,  or  passengers  in,  motor 
vehicles,  as  distinct  from  pedestrians  struck  by  moving  vehicles®  Two  of  the  five 
accidents  not  caused  by  motor  vehicles  occurred  in  very  elderly  persons,  one  being 
killed  as  a  result  of  a  fire  started  by  a  lighted  cigarette  and  the  other  by 
complications  following  a  fracture  caused  by  falling  from  a  commode®  These  accidents 
illustrate  only  too  vividly  the  hazards  to  which  the  elderly  are  subject® 
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NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  was  very  small,  considering  that  relatively 
large  numbers  might  have  been  expected  following  the  very  low  figures  of  the 
previous  year.  It  is  too  early,  however,  to  attribute  the  good  figures  to  the 
measles  immunisation  campaign,  which  had  not  proceeded  far  enough  to  be  given 
any  large  degree  of  credit  for  the  continued  low  incidence  of  this  troublesome  disease. 

The  figures  for  whooping  cough  were  also  very  good,  and  can  certainly  be 
attributed  to  the  vigorous  vaccination  campaign  carried  out  in  earlier  years. 

For  scarlet  fever  the  figures  were  less  satisfactory  than  any  in  the 
preceding  decade,  but  still  by  no  means  high  in  relation  to  population.  There 
is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  disease  can  continue  to  be  contained  by  prompt 
treatment  at  home  of  the  relatively  small  numbers  of  cases  which  occur. 

It  is  indeed  pleasant  to  note  the  continued  absence  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
from  the  table  of  notifications,  ample  reward  for  the  immense  amount  of  work  on 
immunisation  carried  out  in  the  surgeries  of  family  doctors  in  child  health 
clinics  and  in  schools. 
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Although  no  cases  of  dysentery  or  food  poisoning  were  formally  notified 
during  the  year,  information  was  received  on  quite  a  number  of  occasions  about 
infections,  suspected  to  have  occurred,  which  could  not  be  confirmed  on 
laboratory  investigations  and  of  two  confirmed  cases  of  food  poisoning, 
contracted  on  holiday  abroad,  which  led  to  continued  excretion  of  the  germs 
after  return  to  England.  Fortunately,  the  "carrier”  condition  in  the  two  patients 
cleared  up  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

All  of  eight  cases  of  infectious  jaundice  occurred  in  the  northern  part  of 
Lichfield  in  the  months  of  March,  April,  May  and  June.  Most  of  the  notified 
cases  occurred  sporadically,  but  two  cases  were  in  one  household.  Routine 
precautions  were  advised,  and  appeared  to  be  successful  in  limiting  spread  of 
infection.  As  this  disease  has  only  recently  become  notifiable,  it  is  not  possible 
to  compare  the  incidence  with  that  of  previous  years. 

The  one  case  of  acute  meningitis  occurred  in  a  young  child,  and  was 
bacterial,  as  distinct  from  viral,  in  type.  Suitable  doses  of  a  prophylactic 
drug  were  given  to  other  members  of  the  large  family  involved,  in  consultation  with 
the  family  doctor,  ho  spread  of  infection  occurred. 

It  will  be  seen  that  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 
One  was  in  a  man  of  64  years  and  one  in  a  woman  of  50  years.  Both  had  many  contacts 
who  had  to  be  investigated.  Fortunately,  these  contact  examinations  all  proved  to 
be  negative. 

No  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  disease®

As  will  be  seen,  the  figures  for  1970  continue  the  favourable  trend  of  recent 
years,  and  contrast  with  the  figures  shown  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  table. 

Arrangements  for  follow-up  and  supervision  of  patients  and  contacts 
continued  as  outlined  in  earlier  reports. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 


Facilities  continued  as  recorded  in  last  year *8  report.  The  only  difficulty, 
from  the  public  health  aspect,  was  the  continued  shortage  of  beds  for  the  elderly 
chronic  sick.  The  difficulty,  however,  in  securing  admission  for  the  bedridden 
patient  living  alone  or  the  incontinent  patient  beyond  the  case  available  from 
relatives  was  less  extreme  than  that  experienced  in  relation  to  such  patients  a 
few  years  ago. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948  and  1951 


No  statutoiy  action  to  secure  admission  of  any  patient  to  hospital  or  other 
institution  was  taken  during  the  year. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE 


As  patients  continued  to  be  treated  in  hospital  in  numbers  of  adjoining 
towns,  no  statistics  axe  available  relating  to  incidence  etc. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Facilities  at  the  County  Chemical  and  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Stafford 
continued  on  the  same  basis  as  previously,  with  information  available  at  the 
latter  laboratoiy  at  week-ends  for  urgent  needs.  Collection  of  specimens,  by 
the  laboratory  van,  from  Lichfield  on  week-days  was  also  a  much  appreciated 
addition  to  the  service  provided.

WATER  SUPPLY 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Lamont,  Engineer-in-Chief  to  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company,  for  the  following  report  on  water  supplied  to  Lichfield 
during  1 970 

"(a)  The  supply  to  the  City  of  Lichfield  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity* 

\ 

(b)  Chlorination  is  practised  at  most  of  the  pumping  stations  but  this  is 
largely  precautionary *  In  cases  of  possible  contamination  following 
burst  or  damaged  pipes,  emptying  reservoirs,  etc*,  emergency 
chlorination  of  the  affected  fittings  or  structure  is  carried  out  and 
special  apparatus  and  staff  are  available  for  the  purpose,,  New  mains 
are  not  brought  into  use  until  the  water  has  been  examined  and  found 
satisfactory* 

(c)  There  are  no  houses  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes  in  the  area0  At 
the  ;31st  December,  1970,  7,06?  houses  were  supplied  with  water  direct 
from  the  Company *s  distribution  system  with  an  estimated  population  of 
3o0?  persons  per  house* 

(d)  Regular  monthly  samples  are  examined  from  176  Beacon  Street,  Dam  Street 
Cottage  and  the  Reducing  Valve  in  St0  John  Street*  The  naturally 
occurring  fluoride  content  of  the  water  at  Beacon  Street  averaged 

0*11  pop*m0  at  Dam  Street  0*21  p0p*m*,  and  at  the  Reducing  Valve 
0*21  p*p*m*

Treatment  Works  and  Trent  Valley  Pumping  Station*  Regul  ar  and 
frequent  s a ’.pies  are  examined  from  these  works,  both  bacteriologically 
and  chemically* 

During  1970,  779  out  of  780  samples  of  the  treated  waters  going  into 
supply  were  free  from  coliform  bacteria* 

139  samples  of  the  raw  water  from  Trent  Valley  P.S*  were  all  free  from 
coliform  bacteria* 

Analyses  of  the  monthly  samples  from  1?6  Beacon  Street,  Dam  Street 
Cottage  and  the  Reducing  Valve  are  furnished  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health*  Fourteen  out  of  15  samples  from  Beacon  Street  and  13  out 
of  14  from  Dam  Street  Cottage  were  free  from  coliform  bacteria*  Thirteen 
samples  from  St*  John  Street  were  all  free  from  coliform  bacteria* 

Ii  each  case  where  supply  water  showed  any  evidence  of  bacteriological 
characteristics  slightly  differing  from  normal,  repeat  samples  were 
always  promptly  obtained.  Where  traces  of  contamination  have  been 
detected,  further  sampling,  following  corrective  action  where  necessary, 
has  resulted  in  rapid  reatoration  of  entirely  satisfactory  results* 

(f)  The  waters  are  not  liable  to  plumb o-solvency,  all  42  tap  samples  being 
free  from  any  appreciable  quantity  of  lead*5' 
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Although  satisfactory  in  other  respects,  the  water  supplied  is,  as  in  most 
districts  where  fluoride  is  not  added,  markedly  deficient  in  that  constituent  as 
compared  with  the  figure  of  one  part  per  million  accepted  by  nearly  all  doctors 
and  dentists  as  the  optimum  figure  for  the  formation  and  maintenance  of  healthy 
teeth o  It  is  obvious,  however,  that  no  action  is  likely  to  he  taken  to  remedy  the 
deficiency  in  the  local  supply,  because  of  the  oppositon  of  a  small  minority  of 
local  authorities  in  the  water  distribution  area,  until  statutory  action  is  taken 
by  the  Government  to  enforce  recommendations  made  by  successive  administrations 
over  a  period  of  many  years 0 


FOOD 


Information  relating  to  inspection  of  food  premises  and  investigation  of 
complaints  made  by  members  of  the  public  in  relation  to  food  purchased  in 
Lichfield  will,  as  usual,  be  found  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's  part 
of  the  report c 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  provided  me  with  information  as  to  results 
of  samples  of  milk  and  many  other  foods,  confectionery  and  beverages  collected 
in  Lichfield  by  the  County  Council  in  its  capacity  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,, 
The  results  showed  all  samples  of  milk  and  58  out  of  61  samples  of  other  foods 
or  beverages,  of  a  very  wide  variety  of  types,  to  be  genuine „  The  exceptions 
were  a  sample  of  shandy  slightly  deficient  in  proof  spirit,  one  of  strawberry 
jam  slightly  deficient  in  solids  and  not  packed  in  an  airtight  container  and  one 
of  raspberry  jam  which  was  deficient  in  fruit  content,,  Prosecution  was  not 
considered  to  be  appropriate,  for  various  reasons,  in  any  of  these  cases „ 

As  regards  laboratory  tests  of  milk  for  cleanliness,  the  results  were 
slightly  less  satisfactory  than  in  the  previous  year*  as  three  samples  out  of  95 
failed  the  methylene  blue  tesi„  All  samples  of  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk 
passed  the  tests  indicating  the  satisfactoiy  carrying  out  of  those  procedures „ 


HOUSING

The  figure  for  rehousings  from  unfit  houses,  at  1?,  compares  with  one  of 
31  in  1969  and  33  in  I9680  It  must  be  realised,  however,  that  the  relatively 
small  figure  for  1 970  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  occupants  of 
unfit  houses  that  had  been  the  subject  of  statutory  action  in  earlier  years  had 
already  been  rehoused  before  the  beginning  of  the  year  now  being  leporied  on0 
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Statutory  action  was  limited,  during  the  year,  to  acceptance  of  an 
undertaking  in  relation  to  Ponesfield  House,  Purcell  Avenue,  to  the  effect  that 
it  would  not  he  reoccupied  until  made  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Ho  statutory  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  those  houses  in  Beacon  Street 
deemed  to  be  unfit  for  hum?T'  habitation,  in  view  of  a  decision  by  Council  that, 
in  an  effect  to  save  these  houses  from  clearance  in  order  to  preserve  the 
pleasant  street  scene,  officers  of  the  Council  should  discuss  with  owners  and 
other  bodies  concerned  the  condition  of  the  various  premises  and  the  possibility 
of  implementing  a  viable  scheme  of  improvement.  These  discussions  did  take  place 
and  a  public  meeting  was  held,  attended  by  many  owners  and  tenants,  but  no  final 
decisions  corid  be  taken  before  the  end  of  the  year  now  being  reported  on. 

This  also  remains  the  position,  unfortunately,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report, 
although  it  now  appears  probable  that  the  position  will  be  clarified  in  the 
very  near  future. 

A  return  was  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the 
then  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  indicating  that  it  was 
anticipated  that  the  clearance  of  the  remaining  unfit  houses  would  be  completed 
within  the  four  year  period  in  respect  of  which  information  was  then  required. 

i.  ^'s  programme  can,  be  adhered  to,  it  would  enable  the  new  local  authority 
taking  over  in  1  97^  from  the  present  one,  after  reorganisation  .of  local 
government,  to  tackle  its  new  duties  without  having  to  concern  itself  unduly 
over  what  has  been  a  most  difficult  and  intractable  problem  in  the  years  since 
the  last  war. 


OTHER  MATTERS 

I  am  in  debted  to  the  City  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  information  set 
out  below i - 

Public  Conveniences 


Maintenance  and  redecoration  of  the  public  conveniences  has  been  carried 
out.  Repairs  of  vandalism  have  been  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  previous 
years . 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  refuse  collection  service  has  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year  but  the  growth  of  trade  refuse  and  the  high  cos,$s  of  labour  for  handling 
trade  refuse  (particularly  that  not  in  proper  containers)  has  led  to  the  need 
to  introduce  a  charging  system  which  it  is  anticipated  will  come  into  aeration 
during  the  current  year.  The  hinged  lid  plastic  bins  and  the  large  bulk 
containers  have  continued  to  be  satisfactory,  but  troubles  nave  been  encountered 
both  with  the  loading  mechanism  for  the  dustless  collection  and  the  cu.  yard 
bulk  containers,  and  these  are  being  investigated. 

The  replacement  of  one  of  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  will  be  required 
by  the  end  of  this  current  year,  and  a  decision  will  have  to  be  made  upon  the 
extension  of  the  municipal  bin  scheme  before  that  time. 
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It  is  intended  during  the  year  to  "bring  back  the  work  study  consultants 
for  a  servicing  visit  relating  to  the  refuse  collection  service  following  the 
increase  in  cartage  distance  to  the  Incinerator.  After  difficult  year 
during  which  the  contractors  rebuilt  the  chimney  and  fitted  a  rotary  sdreen 
for  separating  out  the  extremely  high  (and  apparently  increasing)  dust  content 
from  the  refuse,  the  refuse  incinerator  at  Burntwood  has  come  into  full  operation, 
and  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  main  drainage  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Curborough  has  come  into  full 
operation  except  for  the  proposed  chemical  conditioning  and  sludge  pressing- 
plant  which  is  proposed  to  be  provided  in  the  current  year.  General Iv  the 
standard  of  the  effluent  has  improved  although,  due  to  electrical  power  failures 
(arising  from  the  industrial  dispute),  the  new  percolating  filters  suffered  a 
set  back.  This  has  been  substantially  rectified  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

City  and  County  of  Lichfield* 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  annual  report  on  the  work 
of  the  public  health  department  for  1970® 

During  my  first  year  of  office  reasonable  progress  was  made  on 
continuing  and  developing  existing  services  particularly  in  the  fields 
of  food  hygiene,  safety,  health  and  welfare  legislation  and  housing* 

This  progress  was  greatly  facilitated  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
public  inspector,  Mr®  R.S.  Spurrier,  who  took  up  duties  on  the  22nd  June, 

1970. 

1970  was  European  Conservation  Year  and  pollution  of  all  kinds  was 
the  focus  of  public  attention.  It  was  appropriate,  therefore,  that  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Environmental  Pollution  should  have  been  appointed 
during  the  year.  The  Commission's  first  report  published  in  February, 

1971,  examined  the  problems  including  cost  benefit  analysis  and  priori¬ 
ties  of  pollution  control.  The  reduction  of  noise  and  control  of  the 
disposal  of  solid  wastes  on  land  were  given  as  areas  needing  priority  for 
action,  and  developments  now  in  hand  will  facilitate  this.  No  new  develop¬ 
ment  or  increased  powers  are  needed,  however,  to  implement  domestic  smoke 
control  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  progress  may  be  made  locally  in  this 
respect. 

The  formation  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  October, 1970 
with  the  Secretary  of  State  The  Right  Honourable  Mr*  Peter  Walker, 
personally  responsible  for  co-ordinating  environmental  pollution  work  has 
brought  a  welcome  emphasis  to  various  aspects  of  environmental  health. 

My  appreciation  for  the  support  from  the  Health  Committee  and 
Council  is  expressed,  together  with  thanks  to  the  officers  of  the  Council, 
and  the  staff  of  this  department,  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

FOOD  PROTECTION 


(a)  Customer  complaints 


Forty  six  complaints  were  investigated  during  the  year,  14  more  than 
in  1969*  The  rate  of  complaints  during  the  year  was  just  over  2  per  1,000 
population  (2«l).  The  rate  for  mould  and  foreign  matter  or'l‘r  was  1.2  per 
1,000  which  compares  with  rate  for  England  from  the  Anrua  Report  of  the 
Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  0.39  per  1,C 

Customer  complaints  are  demanding  of  time  in  that  complaints  require,  in 
most  cases,  immediate  attention,  demanding  of  skill  and  expertise,  requiring 
as  they  do  an  involved  and  detailed  investigation,  including  interviews, 
examination  and  enquiry,  the  formulation  of  recommendations  for  steps  to 
prevent  a  reoccurrence  and  consideration  of  whether  negligence  or  other  factors 
justify  legal  action.  Whilst  proper  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  elimination  of 
practices  which  give  rise  to  food  complaints  rather  than  prosecution,  in  some 
cases  prosecution  was  considered  appropriate.  Four  such  prosecutions  were 
taken  during  the  year*  All  were  successful. 

The  number  of  complaints  relating  to  mould  in  food  was  11  compared  with 
14  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  such  complaints  in  relation  to  food  sold 
in  the  City,  however,  would  make  false  any  conclusions  drawn  from  this  slight 
drop  in  cc”"  ^  aints. 

It  i  clear  that  mould  is  frequently  associated  with  inefficient  or 
negligent  stock  rotation  and  storage  and  in  several  cases  during  complaint 
and  routine  inspection  sale  and  return  practices  were  discovered  to  be 
operating.  This  practice  is  usually  to  the  benefit  of  traders  concerned, 
but  is  to  the  risk  of  trade  and  public  generally.  The  sale  of  one  wrapped 
loaf,  which  was  probably  at  least  3  weeks  old,  although  sold  on  same  day  as 
received  by  a  retailer,  underlines  the  risks  inherent  in  this  system.  In  another 
case  confusion  between  the  retailer  and  manufacturer  on  the  shelf  life  of  a 
fruit  cake  resulted  in  sale,  in  a  mouldy  condition  a  week  after  the  expiry 
of  the  recommended  shelf  life.  Th-.  -nnnufacture^  +-0  i  the 

recommended  shelf  life  of  products  on  invoices  to  avoid  such  confusion. 

The  onus  on  a  retailer  to  determine  the  proper  storage  condition  and 
shelf  life  is  frequently  forgotten,  and  there  is  some  indication  of  a  higher 
proportion  of  complaints  regarding  new  lines  for  a  retailer  than  with 
regular  stock  items.  In  contrast,  complacency  about  stock  rotation  and  the 
absence  of  complaints  affects  many  traders.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Stimulating  and  maintaining  high  standards  of  food  hygiene  is  regarded 
as  a  primary  objective  of  the  Department.  A  substantial  amount  of  work  was 
done  during  the  year  and  151  letters  were  sent  regarding  contraventions  noted 
during  inspections.  Most  traders  are,  however,  co-operative,  and  no  legal 
proceedings  were  taken.  Authorised  proceedings  against  one  restaurant  proprietor 
were  not  pursued  because  of  the  significant  improvements  in  hygiene  and 
management  affected. 

Standards  of  hygiene  vary,  and  considerable  enforcement  work  has  yet  to 
be  carried  out.  Byelaws  relating  to  food  hygiene  were  first  made  by  the  City 
Council  in  1951-  These  were  largely  superceded  by  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  in 
1955  and  again  in  i960.  I  1970  further  regulations  were  made  to  come  into 
force  on  the  1st  March, It 71 • 


A  number  of  the  changes  in  the  1970  Regulations  follow  the  standard 
required  for  markets,  stalls  and  deli very  vehicles  in  the  1966  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  The  requirement  that  food  handlers  should  wear  overclothing  is 
long  overdue  and  should  result  in  improved  personal  cleanliness  and  hygienic 
standards  in  many  shops.  The  only  unsatisfactory  feature  is  that  the  obligation 
to  provide  clothing  falls  on  the  individual  and  not  the  persons  carrying  on  the 
food  business  which  may  lead,  in  some  cases,  to  the  imposition  of  a  charge  or 
expense  upon  employees. 

Animal  foods  are  known  to  be  a  source  of  contamination  with  salmonella 
and  other  food  poisoning  organisms  commonly  being  present  and  the  requirement 
for  closed  containers  emphasises  the  need  for  proper  separation  of  contaminated 
ma+ ' ^r  from  human  food.  The  regulation  that  open  food  is  to  be  covered  or 
screened  during  sale  or  delivery  is  an  explicit  expression  of  an  implicit 
obligation  under  the  i960  regulations,  and  will  assist  in  dealing  with  those 
traders  who  persist  in  placing  open  food  in  exposed  positions,  or  on  the  top 
of  counter  units  or  outside  food  shops. 
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Agricultural  activities  other  than  retail  sales  were  formerly  outside 
legislative  control  and  the  amended  regulations  will  now  control  certain 
aspects  of  food  hygiene  at  these  premises.  The  matters  controlled 
relate  to  personal  cleanliness  of  food  handlers,  the  cleanliness  o._  ^  ^oles 
and  equipment,  some  provisions  regarding  protection  from  risk  of  contamination, 
the  carriage  and  wrapping  of  food  and  the  provision  of  water  supplies.  Many 
of  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  such  as  the  prohibition  of  the  use 
of  insanitary  premises,  or  the  provision  of  hand  washing  facilities  still 
do  not  apply  to  these  businesses,  and  thus  a  standard  is  required  which  is 
considerably  lower  than  the  modest  requirements  for  temporary  storage  places 
set  out  in  the  Food  Hygiene  (Docks,  Carriers,  etc.) Regulations, I960. 

These  regulations  represent  several  significant  steps  forward  in  the 
control  of  food  hygiene,  although  certain  unsatisfactory  practices  still 
remain  to  be  dealt  with.  For  example,  the  presence  of  dogs  in  food  premises 
is  still  not  specifically  controlled.  The  use  of  domestic  sinks  in  shared 
business  and  private  premises  is  still  permitted. 

The  most  important  regulation  which  has  yet  to  be  amended  relates  to 
the  temperature  control  of  food  stuffs.  The  present  regulations  is  restricted 
in  its  scope  in  that  it  only  applies  to  catering  premises  and  not  to  the 
many  other  shops  which  handle  and  store  products  such  as  meat,  fish  and 
other  perishable  food  stuffs.  The  Government  originally  proposed  to  include 
wide  provisions  to  improve  temperature  control  but  they  appear,  as  yet, 
unable  to  reconcile  the  conflicting  opinion  of  the  food  traders  and  other 
interests  with  the  practical  realities  of  control.  It  seems  likely  that  we 
will  at  some  time  in  the  future  have  a  set  of  regulations  possibly  to  be 
known  as  the  Food  (Temperature  and  Quality  Control)  Regulations  which  will 
cover  all  aspects  of  temperature  and  quality  control  of  food  stuffs  to  match 
the  increasing  complexity  of  the  food  stuffs  now  available.

Poultry  Processing 


In  accordance  with  Circular  1/71  the  following  information  is  supplied..

Inspections  and  Contraventions  Found 

An  increase  in  the  establishment  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  during  the  year  enabled  more  time  to  be  devoted  to 
inspections  under  the  Act,  although  the  number  of  contraventions  found  indicates 
that  there  is  no  foreseeable  respite  in  the  need  for  maintaining  inspections 
at  the  present  level.  Indeed,  with  the  increasing  number  of  registerable 
premises  it  may  be  difficult  to  maintain  the  existing  standards  of  enforcement. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  309 ♦  Two  hundred  and 
two  general  inspections  were  made  compared  with  93  in  1969.  As  indicated  in 
previous  reports  the  contraventions  noted  during  inspections  are,  except  where 
of  a  minor  nature,  confirmed  in  writing  to  the  person  responsible  for  compliance 
with  the  Act.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  contraventions  which  were  the 
subject  of  written  notifications-

Occupiers  of  premises  are,  with  a  few  exceptions,  generally  co-operative . 

The  high  number  of  contraventions  noted  (757)  indicates  a  failure  on  the  part 
of  many  occupiers  to  understand  and  fulfil  their  statutory  obligations.  It  was 
not  necessary  during  the  year  to  institute  legal  proceedings  for  failure  to 
comply  with  any  provision  of  the  Act.  It  is  not  believed  that  a  policy  of 
prosecution  would  result  in  significantly  fewer  contraventions  being  found, 
since  the  majority  appear  to  arise  through  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  com¬ 
plexities  and  detailed  requirements  of  the  Act  rather  than  deliberate  evasion 
of  responsibilities. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  (Hoist s  and  Lifts)  Regulations  1968. 

These  regulations  represent  one  of  the  most  important  detailed  safety 
provisions  invoked  since  the  passing  of  the  Act.  The  number  of  hoists  and  lifts 
to  which  the  regulations  apply  in  the  City  is  not  be!  ieved  to  be  very  considerable 
and  since  inspections  of  all  the  appliances  are  not  yet  completed  the  following 
comments  are  based  on  the  limited  experience  to  date.  Problems  of  enforcement 
and  compliance  have  occurred  with  small  stores  not  part  of  a  multiple  group  in 
which  the  trader  is  unaware  that  the  regulations  are  in  force  and  also  the  failure 
on  occasions,  of  large  multiple  companies  to  realise  that  a  particular  store 
on  premises  has  a  lift  or  other  appliance  to  which  the  regulations  apply.  Where 
arrangements  have  not  been  made  for  the  statutory  inspection  to  be  carried  out, 
the  person  responsible  is  required  to  take  immediate  steps  to  have  the  lift 
inspected,  and  is  advised  where  obvious  contraventions  of  the  regulations 
exist,  i„e.  the  absence  of,  or  ineffective  interlocking  devices  on  gates,  or  the 
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absence  of  guarding  to  lift  shafts,  to  cease  using  the  lift  until  such  time 
as  a  satisfactory  report  has  been  obtained. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  in  many  premises  in  locating 
for  examination  the  copy  of  the  statutory  report.  It  appears  quite  common  in 
the  branches  of  multiple  stores  that  the  manager  is  unaware  that  statutory 
reports  are  prepared  for  the  company.  Since  these  reports  are  normally  sent 
to  Head  Office  and  invariably  not  sent  on  to  the  branch  they  are,  therefore, 
not  available  as  required  by  the  regulations.  Correspondence  with  the  Head 
Office  concerned  bar  usually  resulted  in  the  provision  of  a  report,  although 
in  one  or  two  cases  when  finally  produced  the  next  inspection  is  overdue. 

Works  to  render  lifts  safe  or  to  remedy  inherent  defects  are  usually 
effected  promptly,  although  a  brewery  company  failed  to  take  any  action  on 
an  unsatisfactory  report  on  a  goods  lift  in  a  public  house  until  advised  by 
thf  department  of  the  need  for  attention  to  the  lift.  It  appears  the  report 
hed  been  filed  but  not  read®  Copies  of  unsatisfactory  reports  are  forwarded 
tc  che  department  by  the  inspecting  company  or  person  and  only  in  one  case 
during  an  inspection  has  it  been  found  that  a  competent  person  for  ins^^-M  ■ 
had  failed  to  forward  a  copy  of  a  report  indicating  defects  to  a  lift.  Unaware 
of  the  failure  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  report  to  the  City  Council  the  employer 
concerned  had  fortunately  arranged  for  the  immediate  renewal  of  the  defective 
main  cable. 

Accidents 


Details  of  the  obligation  to  notify  accidents  involving  absence  from 
work  for  more  than  three  days  is  included  in  a  duplicated  sheet  of  the  first 
aid  requirements  of  the  First  Aid  Order,  1964,  which  was  prepared  during  the 
year  and  supplied  to  occupiers.  Enquiries  are  made  during  inspections  and 
where  available  the  accident  book  is  inspected  to  determine  whether  any 
notifiable  accidents  have  occurred.  Other  than  this,  no  specific  action  was 
taken  during  the  year  to  bring  the  requirements  of  the  section  48  to  the 
attention  of  occupiers. 

It  is  not  without  significance  that  all  the  accidents  notified  during 
the  year  occurred  on  the  premises  of  multiple  stores  who  have  a  proper 
procedure  for  notification  of  accidents.  Of  all  the  accidents  reported  since 
commencement  of  the  Act  in  the  City  only  one  has  been  notified  as  occurring 
not  in  the  premises  of  a  multiple  store.  There  is  no  evidence  to  suggest, 
however,  that  accidents  are  more  likely  to  occur  on  ^uch  premises,  and  this 
is  probably  another  indication  of  the  small  traders  being  unaware  of  the 
duties  imposed  by  this  Act. 

General  Safety 

The  use  of  fork  lift  trucks  in  certain  warehouses  in  the  City  has 
given  rise  to  some  concern.  These  vehicles  should  only  be  operated  by 
persons  who  are  trained  and  skilled  in  their  proper  use  and  arrangements  should 
exist  whereby  the  trucks  are  subject  to  periodic  inspections  so  as  to  ensure 
that  no  accident  can  occur  through  failure  or  negligence  of  maintenance.  The 
limited  use  of  such  appliances  in  smaller  warehouses  means  that  they  are  often 
provided  with  secondhand  trucks  which  are  no  longer  suitable  for  use  in  larger 
premises.  p-z 


Consideration  should  be  given  to  making  it  a  statutory  requirement  that 
fork  lift  trucks  are  subject  to  periodic  inspection  and  that  drivers  are 
properly  trained. 

Whilst  investigating  an  accident  involving  a  person  falling  from  an 
office  roof  area  in  a  warehouse  used  for  storage  of  goods,  the  inspector 
concerned  observed  a  person  being  conveyed  on  the  raised  forks  of  a  fork 
lift  truck.  This  incident  is  typical  of  the  lack  of  common  sense  on  the 
part  of  many  employees,  and  emphasises  the  need  for  management  to  ensure 
that  they  do  not  acquiesce  to  dangerous  practices  or  seek  the  performance 
of  work  which  cannot  be  carried  out  in  a  safe  manner.

HOUSING  ACTS  1937  -  69 

HOUSES. IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 


Detailed  inspections  of  10  houses  let  in  multiple  occupation  were 
carried  out  during  the  year;  a  number  of  these  houses  being  inspected  for 
the  first  time.  It  is  not  known  exactly  how  many  other  houses  there  are  in 
the  City  occupied  in  this  manner,  although  systematic  surveys  of  likely  areas 
of  houses  would  no  doubt  reveal  many  more  in  multiple  occupation. 

Overcrowding  is  not  a  problem  but  the  density  of  occupation  in  some 
houses  is  such  that  under  provision  of  sanitary  facilities  occurs.  Powers 
exist  for  requiring  the  provision  of  additional  facilities.  Deficiences 
found  upon  inspection  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  owners,  together 
with  any  details  of  means  of  escape  recommended  by  the  Fire  Brigade.  Fire 
requirements  in  some  cases  involve  very  substantial  expenditure  to  ensure 
that  there  is  satisfactory  provision  for  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

Whilst  the  legislative  basis  for  improvement  of  conditions  is  sound 
and  is  now  assisted  by  special  grants  for  standard  amenities,  the  standard 
of  accommodation  after  improvement  can  still  leave  much  to  be  desired. 
Emphasis  is  placed,  therefore,  upon  encouraging  owners  to  consider  major 
improvements  with  grant  aid  such  as  conversion  to  self-contained  units  of 
acco;  -vxiation.  Owners  of  three  houses  are  proceeding  with  preparation  of 
such  schemes. 

Clearly,  there  is  a  social  need  for  small  units  of  rented  accommodation, 
but  equally  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  be  sub-standard. 

HOUSING  IMPROVEMENTS,  AND  REPAIR 


The  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969  regarding  enhanced  grants  and 
the  other  incentives  for  owners  to  improve  properties  as  outlined  in  last 
year’s  report  have  resulted  in  a  slight  but  none  .the  less  welcome  increase 
in  grant  enquiries  and  qualification  certificate- applications. 

During  the  year  13  applications  for  qualification  certificates  were 
received,  of  which  7  related  to  combined  grant  applications. 

Six  standard  grants  and  one  discretionary  or  improvement  grant  were 
paid  during  the  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  ten  years  1961  =  1970  only  8l 
grants  (standard  and  discretionary)  were  made.  If  this  is  compared  with 
estimated  number  of  houses  lacking  in  amenities  and  ranking  for  grant  assistanfce 
it  is  clear  that  a  substantial  amount  of  progress  has  yet  to  be  made  on  house 
improvement . 
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At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  (October)  the  department  has  been 
dealing  with,  since  1st  January ,1970,  enquiries  on  grants  on  some  82  houses 
although  only  some  23  have  to  date  resulted  in  applications.  Many  owners, 
particularly  those  who  have  had  experience  of  grants  prior  to  the  1969  Act 
seem  as  yet  unable  to  accept  that  many  of  the  previous  conditions  relating 
to  repayment  of  grant  if  property  sold,  etc.,  have  disappeared  completely. 
There  are  virtually  no  restrictive  conditions  other  than  the  requirement 
that  a  house  shall  be  fit  for  human  habitation,  on  completion  of  a  standard 
grant  or  satisfy  the  12  point  standard  for  an  improvement  grant.  Even  these 
conditions  are  obviously  not  unreasonable  since  government  aid  for  improve¬ 
ment  should  achieve  a  standard  which  ensures  the  future  of  the  property. 

Promotion  of  grants  by  direct  approach  has  been  on  a  limited  basis, 
but  seems  to  meet  with  significant  response,  as  did  similar  activity  by  the 
department  prior  to  the  1969  Act  in  securing  the  improvements  of  a  substan¬ 
tial  number  of  properties  by  provision  of  basic  amenities  in  the  dwellings. 

Supplying  details  of  grants  in  appropriate  cases  where  informal  public 
health  or  housing  notices  facilitates  both  compliance  with  notices  and 
improvement  since,  instead  of  requiring  by  statutory  authority  minimum  works, 
the  offer  of  grant  can  be  made  for  properly  formulated  schemes  of  improve¬ 
ment. 

HOUSING  CLEARANCE 


Inevitably  individual  houses  and  areas  can  reach  a  stage  when  they 
are  no  longer  suitable  for  continued  occupation  and  renovation  is  uneconomic 
or  not  justified.  In  such  cases  clearance  may  be  the  only  satisfactory  solution. 
During  the  year  some  45  houses  were  demolished,  subsequent  to  clearance 
procedure.  One  undertaking  not  to  re-let  an  individual  unfit  house  was 
accepted  and  the  occupants  rehoused. 

The  current  clearance  programme  includes  only  about  100  houses  and 
is  likely  to  be  completed  in  1974  or  1975®  Inspections  were  carried  out  on 
19  houses,  16  of  which  were  subject  of  statutory  action  after  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Work  continued  during  the  year  to  resolve  the  future  of  premises  in 
Beacon  Street,  some  31  of  which  are  in  the  programme  and  which  it  is  hoped 
may  be  retained  by  formulation  of  comprehensive  plans  for  the  area  and  by 
securing  the  repair  and  improvement  of  individual  houses.  Some  may,  however, 
be  demolished  because  of  the  uneconomic  amounts  of  money  required  to  achieve 
fitness  standards. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT, I960 


Complaints  were  received  regarding  noise  from  six  industrial  premises. 

In  two  cases  a  nuisance  was  found  to  exist  and  steps  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

A  considerable  number  of  complaints  regarding  noise  from  a  light 
engineering  works  received  detailed  investigation.  The  conclusion  was  that 
this  noise  was  not  a  nuisance,  although  the  complainants  continued  to  be 
concerned  about  the  matter.  The  appointment  of  independent  acoustical 
engineers  by  the  company  resulted  in  confidential  report,  a  copy  of  which 
was  supplied  to  the  Department,  confirming  that  the  noise  was  such  that 
complaints  would  not  have  been  expected  to  occur. 


Certain  noise  control  measures  introduced  by  the  company  were,  however, 
continued  to  minimise  noise  emissions., 

The  situation  underlines  the  importance  of  planning  aspects  and 
particularly  the  care  needed  when  new  factories  are  constructed  in  the 
vicinity  of  established  residential  development* 

The  use  of  unmuffled  road  breakers  was  subject  of  informal  action 
on  eight  occasions  during  the  year. 

Two  ice-cream  operators  were  warned  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Noise  Abatement  Act  which  restricts  hours  of  operation  of  chimes  to 
certain  uses  between  12  noon  and  7p.m.  No  complaints  were  received 
regarding  the  use  of  chimes. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACTS, 1956  -  1968. 

The  promotion  of  clean  air  is  one  of  the  most  important  powers 
vested  in  local  authorities  for  enhancing  living  conditions,  improving 
health  and  protection  of  the  environment „ 

A  number  of  complaints  relating  to  smoke  pollution,  grit  and  dust 
and  other  matters  were  dealt  with  during  the  year., 

In  seven  cases  contraventions  of  dark  smoke  emissions  were  observed 
and  appropriate  action  taken.  The  burning  of  waste  materials  on  demolition 
sites  is,  subject  to  certain  exceptions,  controlled  by  the  prohibition  of 
dark  smoke  emissions*  Many  contractors  ignore  these  provisions  cr  profess 
ignorance  of  them* 

Justified  complaints  of  grit  emission  from  a  local  factory  have 
been  pursued  and  provision  of  more  suitable  arrestment  plant  than  presently 
exists  has  been  agreed* 

One  application  for  approval  of  grit  and  dust  arrestment  plant  was 
withdrawn  simultaneously  as  a  refusal  notice  was  issued.  Insufficient 
information  was  supplied  to  enable  approval  to  be  given*  No  new  application 
has  been  made  because  the  proposal  for  furnaces  is  being  held  in  abeyance. 

One  chimney  height  application  was  refused  because  proposed  height 
was  insufficient  taking  into  account  all  relevant  factors.  A  subsequent 
increased  height  received  approval. 


PETROLEUM  (REGULATION)  ACTS , 1928-1936. 


Thirty  six  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  compared  with  32 
in  1969.  It  is  believed  that  no  really  serious  hazards  or  risks  relating 
to  layout  or  construction  now  exist,  but  non-compliance  with  licence 
conditions  is  still  a  significant  problem.  Frequent  re-inspection  and 
follow  up  visits  are  essential  to  secure  compliance,  as  is  the  need  for 
meticulous  attention  in  the  supervision  of  new  installations  and  works  of 
alteration. 
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One  appeal  to  the  Home  Office  against  licence  conditions  was  success- 
fully  made  during  the  year®  The  licence  holder  appealed  against  the  require¬ 
ment  to  provide  petrol  interceptors  on  the  forecourt  -of  the  premises. 

Several  incidents  occurred  during  the  year.  These  included  the  failure 
of  a  licencee  to  notify  the  detection  of  a  petrol  leakage  from  a  defective 
tank  which  resulted  in  legal  proceedings  being  instituted,  Petrol  vapour 
from  the  leakage  was  detected  in  public  sewer  by  staff  of  City  Surveyor's 
Department’s  l4  days  after  the  tank  had  first  been  found  to  be  leaking  by 
the  licencee,  and  taken  out  of  service  by  filling  with  water. 

The  company  were  fined  £25,  with  £15®15s.Od.  costs  for  non-compliance 
with  the  licence  conditions® 

Another  incident  occurred  after  a  tank  failure  when  arrangements 
were  made  on  a  licenced  premises  for  suspect  tanks  to  be  pressure  tested. 

One  tank  was  emptied  and  when  due  for  test  was  found  to  contain  more  than 
40  gallons  of  petrol®  It  emerged  subsequently  that  this  had  occurred  as  a 
result  of  non-compliance  with  regulation  16  of  Petroleum  Sprit  (Conveyance 
by  Road)  Regulations,  1957  in  that  the  forecourt  attendant  signed  for 
delivery  and  then  allowed  the  tank  wagon  driver  to  proceed  by  himself, 
without  supervising  the  tank  connection  as  required.  Delivery  was  commenced 
to  the  wrong  tank  before  the  mistake  was  noticed®

The  number  of  infested  premises,  107,  compares  with  157  in  1969 
and  88  in  1968. 

As  in  previous  years  block  surveys  continue  as  an  effective  aid  to 
control  although  the  number  of  premises  surveyed  dropped  from  218  in  1969 
to  75  in  1970.  Infestations  were  found  in  10  premises  subjected  to  block 
survey.  The  reduction  in  routine  survey  resulted  from  the  resignation  of 
Mro  Vinnell  Rodent  Operative,  and  it  was  sometime  before  his  successor 
Mr.  Mountford  was  appointed,  In  addition  wasp  control  referred  to  later 
increased  substantially 0 

Poison  used  by  the  department  includes  warfarin,  alphachloralase , 
and  coumatetralyl.  There  is  practically  no  need  for  the  use  of  acute 
poisons,  e0g»  zinc  phosphide,  at  the  present  time,  No  special  problems 
arose  during  t  .e  year  and  there  continues  to  be  no  evidence  of  warfarin 
resistance  locally,,

The  increase  in  wasps  nests  destroyed  -rose  mainly  from  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  a  local  jam  factory  to  destroy  a.  y  nests  within  a  radius  of 
i  -  2  mile  of  the  factory. 

To  facilitate  location  of  nests  the  company  advertise  in  the  local 
press  that  they  will  give  a  reward  of  up  to  £2  for  any  person  informing  them 
of  the  existence  of  a  nest. 

The  response  was  remarkable  and  the  destruction  of  the  nests  resulted 
in  a  significant  reduction,  in  wasp  nuisance  at  the  factory.  The  arrange¬ 
ment  is  to  continue, 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATH 


Regular  bacteriological  samples  of  the  water  were  taken  from  the 
City  Council  owned  baths,  40  samples  were  taken  compared  with  24  in  1969* 

Approximately  one  half  of  these  samples  were  entirely  satisfactory. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  continue  to  supply  water 
to  all  occupied  premises  in  the  district  except  one  cottage* 

Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were  satisfactory  in  10 
cases  and  unsatisfactory  in  2.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  which  were  taken 
from  food  premises  arose  from  contamination  of  the  water  supplies  on  premises® 
After  investigation  and  remedial  action  further  samples  were  satisfactory® 

In  the  case  of  the  non-mains  supplied  cottage  samples  of  the  spring 
water  supply  continued  to  be  of  variable  quality* 

As  a  result  of  these  samples  the  owner  agreed  after  the  end  of  the 
year  to  vacation  of  the  property  and  subsequently  gave  an  undertaking 
not  to  relet  the  property®
